Secretarial personnel, in 
the Venice School District, 
who are members of Local 
98, — Building Services 
Employees Union, have 
ratified.a new two-year 
cworking agreement, it was 
announced a’ Monday 
night’s meeting ofthe Venice 
Board of Education. 

_'. ‘The new contract calls for 
a §7-cent per /hour raise in 
1981-82 and a’ 35-cent hourly 
increase in the second year. 

‘Three new steps in pay 
increments “from 10 to 13 
years,, showing 40-cent 
hourly -pay hikes between 
this year and next, also were 
added to the new agreement. 

The former contract ex- 
pired June 30, 1981. 
However; negotiations 
toward. a| new agreement 
betw the Venice district 
and al 98, covering 
custodians, cooks and 
secretaries, did not begin 
until January. 

‘The decision to delay the 
talks was by mutual consent 
of the board and union and 
followed ratification of an 
agreement between District 
3 and.Teachers Local 965. 

At the 10-year. level, 
secretaries covered in the 
Class 1 schedule received 
$5.19 per hour under the old 
agreement and will receive 
$5.76 in the current year and 
$6.11 in 198243. Beginning 
salaries range from $5.04 
this year to $5.39. in 1982-83; 
with the 13th year step listed 
at $6.01 and $6.41. 

Class II secretaries with 10

years will earn $5.86 and 
$6.21 under the new contract, 
with the scales ranging from 
$5.16 (corrent) to $5.51 (next 
year) in the first year of 
employment to $6.11 and 
$6.51 in the 13th year. 

Class III secretaries in the 
10th year will make $5.96 in 


_the current year and $6.31 in 


1982-82. Salaries start at_ 
$5.28 and $5.63 in the first 
year of employment to $6.21 
and $6.61 at the 13th step 
under the new agreement. 

A change in contract 
language also was agreed 
upon by the board and Local 
98 members, involving 
specific use of five funeral 
days per year’. 

‘Another change is prior 
notification of the intention 
to use four emergency days, 
which may not be utilized 
three days prior to a holiday 
or three days afterward in 
the new contract.

Edgar proposes manditory 
insurance for motorists

Edgar noted that his 
program differed from 
previous proposals which 
both he and former 
Secretary of State Michael 
Howlett opposed that would 
have: required the spending 
Of millions of dollars and 
hiring of hundreds of new 
state employes to retrieve 
ligense plates from car 
éwners ‘who let their in- 
surance lapse or who can- 
Celled it. 

‘“¢phis mandatory in- 
siirance program combines 
the best elements of the 31 
states that have similar 

‘ams, and should prove 
to; be an effective, en- 
forceable and fiscally 
practical solution to one of 
the biggest hazards facing 
fesponsible Illinois motorists 


today. 

‘“The Department of 
Insurance estimates that 
more than 1.2 million of 
Minois’ 5.6 million 
passenger cars— or about 20 
percent, are being 
operated without any kind of 
insurance, whatsoever. 

“As a result,. résponsible, 
insured motorists are at the 
mercy of more than a million 
irresponsible’ drivers who 
gaused an: estimated $100 
imillion in personal . injury 
and. property damages in 
1981 alone: 

‘Uninsured motorists will 
face ‘mandatory fines for 
first offenses and susension 
of drivers’ licenses and 
registration ‘for second of- 
fenses and police officers 
will. be able to check for 
proof.cf insurance whenever 
@Ynotorist has been pulled 
over for a traffic violation or 
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some other offense,” Edgar 
said. 

Edgar said his office has 
worked closely with state 
Rep.’ William Laurino (D- 
Chicago) to draft the 
legislation, which will be 
amended on to an existing 
mandatory insurance bill 
Laurino has already in- 
troduced. 

“Rep. Laurino has been 
the leading proponent of 
mandatory insurance 
legislation and I am happy to 
have his support as we try to 
solve this serious problem. 
‘We will continue “to work 
closely as this matter is 
éonsidered by ‘the General 
Assembly,” Edgar said. 

The major provisions of 
the Edgar ' Mandatory 
Insurance Program are: 

—A highly visible warning 
regarding the requirement 
for insurance would be in- 
cluded on the registration 
card, with the owner’s 
signature attesting to 
liability coverage on the 
vehicle prior to operation. 

—Vehicle owners will be 
required to carry proof of 
insurance coverage ac- 
cording to standards to be 
determined by the Depart- 
ment of Insurance. 

—Police officers will be 
authorized to check for proof 
of insurance any time a 
vehicle is stopped for a 
traffic violation or another 
offense. A ticket would be 
written if no. proof is shown. 

—Mandatory fines would 
be imposed — $100: for the 
first conviction, $250 and 
suspension of the drivers 
licens: and vehicle 
registration for six months 
for the second and sub- 
sequent convictions. 

—To apply for rein- 
statement after the man- 
datory six-month suspension 
period, the owner must file 
and maintain proof of in- 
surance for at least a 36- 
month period. 

—A sunset provision will 
insure a timely review of the 
program’s effectiveness 
after four years. 

Currently, under Illinois 
law, only certain vehicles 
and individuals are required 
to file some from of proof of 
insurance. Vehicles 
requiring such proof include 
those carrying passengers 
for hire and those that are 
leased. 

Persons required to show 
proof of insurance include 
those who have committed 
some serious traffic offense 
which requires mandatory 
license revocation, such as 
drunk driving, reckless 
homicide and drag racing, 
and those individuals who 
have failed to pay a civil 
court judgment for accident- 
realated damages. 

Uninsured motorists who 
are involved in accidents and 
are™ potentially liable for 
damages under Illinois law 
have their licenses 
suspended until the damages 


are satisfied or a security 
payment is filed. Under 
Edgar's proposal, these 
motorists would have to file 
proof of insurance prior to 
reinstatement. 


Parmley is advised 
of his rights on 2 
manslaughter counts 


-James ‘'Rob’’ Parmley 
Jr., 28, of 2500 Delmar Ave. 
reported to the Granite City 
police building at 11:30 a.m. 
‘Tuesday and then went to the 
City Hall, where he was 
advised of his rights by 
Associate Judge Paul J. 
O'Neill. 

He was booked by police 
Tuesday on two counts of 
involuntary manslaughter 
and one count of unlawful 
possession of a controlled 
substance. 

His wife was taken to St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center on 
Jan, 27. and remained in a 
coma until she died Feb. 19. 
Death was attributed to 
heart and respiratory arrest 
due to a drug overdose. 

After reviewing the 
defendant’s constitutional 
rights Tuesday, the judge 
approved Parmley’s release 
on $10,000 cash bond, records 
show. 

The three warrants reflect 

indictments voted April 2 by 
a Madison County grand 
jury. 
Parmley is accused- of 
twice injecting cocaine into 
his wife, Sandra, 26, during a 
party at their home Jan. 26 
after a woman guest had 
given her one injection. 

It is alleged that he 
allowed her to “suffer from 
an overdose of drugs for a 
period of several hours and 
failed to give or summon 
help until: her physical 
condition was so 
deteriorated that she 
became comatose."” 

‘The grand jury was told 
that the final two injections 
occurred between 9 p.m. 
Jan. 26 and 1 a.m. Jan. 27 
and that he still did not seek 
help when he was unable to 
wake her during his lunch 
hour. Their 5-year-old child 
called for an ambulance at 4 
p.m. and she was rushed to 
the hospital. 

News of the death was kept 
from official sources and a 
private and unannounced 
funeral was held. It was not 
until the inquest into the 
cause of death in mid-March 
that official word of the 
death became available. 

The cocaine possession 
charge contends there were 
more than 30 grams in 
Parmley's possession, 
estimated to have a street 
value of $3,500. 

Health authorities say 
laws and policies restrict 
what can be revealed when 
an apparent drug overdose 
occurs, and this approach to 
the non-fatal case continued 
after it became fatal.

Winter damage 
to county wheat 
is now evident

Winter damage is showing 
up in some of the less winter- 


-hardy varieties of wheat in 


Madison County. . 

I checked with Barry 
Jacobsen, University. of: 
THinois ‘plant pathologist. He: 
indicated they had received 
wheat samples from some of 
the surrounding counties and. 
the cultures indicated few 
disease pathogens were 
present in the samples, This 
meahs the damage is likely 
due to winter injury. 

In January, we had one 
weekend with temperature 
in the range of 15 to 20 
degrees below zero, with a 
lot of wind and no snow 
cover.

Her view is that agencies, schools, 

lice and: prosecutors need to work 
cooperatively if drug abuse is to be 
curtailed. 

Schools located here say that, in 
addition to teaching about the health 
and emotional problems that drug 
abuse can cause or worsen, educators 
monitor student conduct, single out 
those found violating the law, and 
contact parents and police whenever an 
offender is apprehended. 

Police and regional enforcement 
groups report they are stepping up their 
war against drug abuse with new 
techniques and more sophisticated anti- 
crime equipment. 

With six students from the Edward- 
sville’ and Granite City areas 
questioned last week, several more 
students since then have been in- 
structed to report to the grand jury. 

‘All high schools in Madison County 
eventually are to be included in the 
inquiry. 

‘Massey said much information is 
being assembled, and that it is already 
clear there is a big volume of drug 
abuse in and near schools.

“Some students are known drug 
users. I would hope that fact would 
upset their parents.” 

‘He takes the view that norights are in 
jeopardy, and that all who are called 
have a duty to testify as long as they do 
not incriminate themselves. 

‘One source says that the questions 
include: ‘‘Do you smoke marijuana? 
Who do you get it from?” 

Massey agrees that, on some of the 
questions being posed to students, the 
boys and girls would rather hot answer:

Percy seeking 
armor-piercing 
ammunition ban 


Senator Charles H. Percy 
(R-Il,) has introduced 
legislation to ban the 
manufacture, sale and 
possession of armor-piecing 
hand gun ammunition. 

Prohibited ‘urider Percy's 
Police Officers Protection 
‘Act of 1982 would be handgun 
ammunition which, because 
it does not deform on impact, 
can. penetrate bullet-proof 
vests, doors, and even 
automobile engine blocks. 

“Originally designed to 
give police officers an edge 
over felons wearing, bullet- 
proof vests, the ammunition 
has “backfired” and become 
more of a danger to law 
enforcement officers than a 
protection. 

“This menace can and 
should be removed from our 
streets,” Percy said. ‘The 
police of our country risk 
their lives everyday to 
safeguard the security of 
citizens. We owe.it to them to 
eliminate this threat to their 
safety and well-being.” 

Percy’s legislation directs 
the attorney general to 
identify ammunition which 
is armor-piercing and to 
restrict its ae 

The attépney general 
would also be required to 
seize restricted ammunition 
now in circulation and to 
inform importers, 
manufacturers and dealers 
of the restrictions and 
penalties. © 

Felons using or carrying 
restricted handgun am- 
munition when committing a 
crime would face a man- 
datory sentence of from one 
to 10 years in prison, in 
addition to the penalties 
provided for in their felony. 

A court could not suspend 
sentence for such a con 
yiction, or allow probation, 
and the prison term could not 
run concurrently with other 
prison terms imposed for the 
felony. Second violat 
would face from two to 
additional yéars. 

Importers, manufactur- 
ers, and dealers violating the 
‘Act could lose their licenses 
‘and be fined up to $10,000 
and-or imprisoned up to 10 
years. 

“Protecting the police 
officers who protect our. 
citizens is seriou business,” 
Sen. Percy ‘said. ‘The 
federal government must 
take leadership in this area. 

“Only at the national level 
do we have the authority to 
ban im of these deadly 
bullets, State action is also

IDNS also plans to install 
such systems at the nuclear 
plants now under con- 
struction at Clinton, 
Braidwood and Byron. 

The fee hikes call for 
owners of nuclear power 
stations to pay a startup 
charge of $590,000 per plant, 
‘a $240,000 increase over the 
current fee established by 
the Nuclear Safety 
Preparedness Act of 1979. 
Existing plants would pay 
only the increase. 

‘The proposal would in- 
crease the annual per- 
rdactor fee from the present 
$75,000 to $180,000 as of June 
30, 1982. 


, 1982. 
It also would change the , 
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current fee of $1,000 per 
shipment of spent nuclear 
fuel received by an away- 
from-reactor spent fuel 
storage facility, establishing 
instead a fee assessed at a 
rate of $2,500 per metric ton 
of heavy metal. 

At LaSalle, the RMS is 
expected to be completed 
next week and be capable of 
sending signals to IDNS’ 
Springfield headquarters. 

‘The first real readings of 
levels of radioactivity will 
not begin until May, 
however, when fuel will be 
loaded at the LaSalle 
facility. 

‘The LaSalle plant is not 
expected to begin operating 
until fall. 

The RMS at LaSalle, which

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Steel, auto firms sey Clean: ' 
Air Act harming this state 


Amendments to the 
federal Clean Air Act are 
essential for [llinois, the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ 
Association told its members 
in a special bulletin this 
month. 

James C. Greenblatt of the 
IMA said: 

“The act, as it now stands, 
is a serious impediment to 
economic recovery and 
growth nationwide and 
particularly in the state of 
Dilinois. 

“That's why congressmen 
on both sides of the aisle 
support a bill to make the 
Clean Air act more 
reasonsble 

“The legislation preserves 
essential protections of our 
air while removing some of 
the aét’s crippling economic 
burdens on consumers and 
producers. 

“The bill, now under 
consideration in Congress, is 
HR 5252, sponsored by 
Thomas Luken (D-Ohio), 
Edward Madigan (R-Ill.), 
John Dingell (D-Mich.) and 
James Broyhill (D-N.C.) 
Other Illinois congressmen 
supporting the Luken bill are 
House Minority Leader 
Robert Michel, George 
O’Brien and Dan Crane. 

“Opinions on amending 
the 12-year-old Clean Air Act 
are usually strongly held and 
based more on emotion than 
on reason. Our four-page 
bulletin ‘clarifies the key 
provisions of the bill and 
responds to some “common 
misconceptions akout it.” 

The bulletin asserts that 
“the Clean Air Act, as 
amended, has been on the 
books for 12 years. It’s time 
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for a careful and objective 
examination of it. 

“While air quality has 
improved, some of the act’s 
provisions add little to clean 
air but cost industry and the 
public dearly. A few 
provisions actually impede 
the building of facilities that 
pollute less 

“Regulations should also 
be balanced against our 
other national goals: 
reduced inflation, better 
productivity, more energy 
self-sufficiency and the like. 
Any additional im- 
provements in air quality 
are going to be extremely 
expensive and must be 
shown to be worth it prior to 
imposing additional burdens 
‘on the economy. 

“Furthermore, there are 
specific areas of the Clean 
Air Act that hurt Illinois. 
These should be changed to 
improve the Illinois 
economy. 

“Under present law, states 
must demonstrate  at- 
tainment of primary air 
quality standards for all 
regulated pollutants, in- 
cluding carbon monoxide, 
ozone, particulate matter 
and sulfur dioxide, by the 
end of 1982. 

“The Ilinois plan to 
achieve compliance with the 
Dec. 31 deadline was sub- 
mited to the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
(USEPA) in the summer of 
1979; however, parts of the 
implementation plan , were 
not approved until Sep- 
tember 1981 

“USEPA admits at- 
tainment is not likely for 
several pollutants, including 
particulates, despite the use 
of reasonably available 
control technology on all 
existing sources ” 

“However, the current act 
allows for time extensions 
only for carbon monoxide 
and other - auto-related 
pollutants. 

“Failure to change the 
attainment date for ~all 
regulated pollutants “could 
lead—under current law—to 
severe additional restric- 
tions and [imitations being 
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imposed on Illinois industrial 
plants, particularly cement, 
steel, aggregates, grain 
handling, powr plants, etc. 

“The Luken bill allows an 
extension to Dec, 31, 1987. 
Each state could apply to the 
USEPA for the extension for 
each of the regulated air 
pollutants \(particulates, 
sulfur dioxide, carbon 
monoxide, etc.). 

“To obtain an extension, 


each state would have to’ 


show good faith compliance 
efforts, requirements for use 
of additional reasonable 
available controls, etc. The 
bill also reduces the number 
of sources. subject to ad- 
ditional control 
requirements. 

“Under current law, as 
interpeted by the fedefal 
courts, constructioin or 
modification of major new 
sources of certain types of 
air pollutants is now banned 
in certain ‘nonattainment’ 
areas, including Ilineis. 

“Illinois did net have an 
approved state im- 
plementation plan (SIP) for 
air quality as of July 1, 1979: 
The féderal and Illinois 
governments were primarily 
responsible for the failure to 
have the SIP in place. 

“The ban applies in areas 
violating one or more of the 
national ambient air quality 
standards. The problem: 

“The ban hurts industrial 
areas like the Midwest by 
prohibiting replacement of 
older plants with more ef- 
ficient and less-polluting 
facilities. New facilities are 
required to use best 
available control technology 
to assure the best emission 
reduction. 

“Unless the Clean Air. Act 
is amended, the present 
sanctions, including. the 
construction ban and sewage 
treatment and highway 
grant cutoffs, will be highly 
detrimental to Illinois, The 
ban penalizes industry for 
government’s. failures and 
hurts the Illinois economy. 


“The bill provides that the, 


USEPA and the Tilinois 
Environment] Protection 
Agency (IEPA) may waive 
the construction in 
prohibition on a case-by-case 
basis. Sanctions against the 
states are eliminated.

The apparent activity: 
sale for $615 of 650 grams 
(amounting to a pound and 
six ounces) of cannabis 
(marijuana). 

Within seconds, Granite 
City police intervened. 

Within minutes, two 
persons were in custody and 
1,400 grams (three pounds 
and one ounce) of cannabis 
had been confiscated’ as 
evidence, along with 
$615.

Insurance Corporation 
(FCIC) and the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Con- 
servation Service (ASCS), 
both agencies of the U.S., 
Department of Agriculture, 
are providing cooperative as 
well as individual services to 
farmers," said Leo F 
Crawford, Director for FCIC. 

ASCS has announced an 
April 16.deadline for signup 
in the 1982 acreage reduction 
program for corn, grain 
sorghum, oats and wheat. 
“Farmers who have already 
reported planted acreage for 
All-Risk Crop Insurance can 
now revise their acreage 
report by April 16 if they 
participate in the ASCS 


Free tree 
information 
is available 


Free information on ob- 
taining trees to plant during 
the Arbor Day centennial is 
now available from the 
National Arbor Day Foun- 
dation, a nonprofit 
organization dedicated to 
tree planting and car. 

Arbor Day will be observed 
on Friday, April 30, in 
Tllinois. 

This year is the 100th 
anniversary of the ob- 
servance of Arbor Day in 
schools. Pupils first par- 
ticipated in an Arbor Day 
observance in 1882 in Cin- 
cinnati by planting trees at 
Eden Park during a con 
ference of the Americdn 
Forestry Congress. 

The idea for Arbor Day 
originally came ~ from 
Nebraska. An early pioneer, 
J. Sterling Morton, ad- 
vocated tree planting on the 
Nebraska prairie. Trees 
were needed as windbreaks, 
for’ food and fuel and for 
shade and beauty. 

Morton proposed a tree- 
planting holiday to be called 
“arbor Day" at a meeting of 
the State Board of 
Agriculture. The day was 
first observed in Nebraska in 
1872 with the planting of 
more than a million trees. 

During the 1870s, other 
states passed legislation to 
observe Arbor Day, and the 
tradition began in schools in 
1882. 

Today, the most common 
date for state observances is 
the last Friday in April, and 
several U.S. presidents have 
proclaimed a National Arbor 
Day on that date. 

But a number of state 
Arbor Days are at other 
times to coincide with the 
best tree-planting weather, 
from January and Febraury 
in the south to May in the far 
north. 

People can obtain free 
information on obtaining 
low-cost trees to plant by 
sending their name and 
address to: Centennial 
‘Trees, National Arbor Day 
Foundation, Arbor Lodge 
100, Nebraska City, 69410.

“‘Additionally,’’ says 
Crawford, ‘‘FCIC has 
initiated an Individual Yield 
Coverage (IYC) plan, which 
permits policyholders to 
purchase insurance 
coverage based on their 
production records.” 

‘The requirments for TYC 
are that a farmer must have 
verifiable acreage and yield 
records for at least three 
most recent consecutively- 
planted crop’ years. 
“Recorded yields may be 
used for up to 10 yers, if 
available,” says Crawford. 
“For 1982 spring crops 
(corn, soybeans, and grain 
sorghum), a farmer wishing 
to qualify for IYC must 
proguce his- acreage and 
yield records to ASCS by 
April 15," according to 
Crawford. 

‘*Producers who 
previously cancelled in- 
surance on 1981 spring crops 
may now reinstate their All- 
Risk coverage and maintain 
any premium discount they 
have earned for good ex- 
perience,” says Crawford. 
“The must reinstate, 
however, before April 30.”

Con- 
servation Commission is 
considering a large increase 
in the price of the Federal 
“duck stamp” have 'beeri 
misleading, Walt 
McAllester, secretary of the 
Commission and chief of the 
Realty Division of the U.S. 
Fish. and Wildlife Service, 
said today. * 
“There is problem with 
funding” for, Wetlands con- 
servation because one of the 
major fundingsources, the 
1961 Wetlands Loan. Act, is 
scheduled to expire in 1983,” 
MeAllester .said: ‘“The 
Commission has agreed to 
study various .options for 
continued. funding of the 
welands program. . 
However, -the-Commission 
has fo authority 10 set the 
price of the ducitstafap or to 
implement any. other means 
of: funding. The Com- 
mission's job is to review 
and authorize the acquisition 
of wetland areas proposed by 
the Fish and Wildlife Service 
as migratory bird refuges. 
‘An act of Congress will be 
required to extend the 
Wetlands Loan Act, to in- 
crease the price of the duck 
stamp, or to authorize other 
funding alternatives. 
Therefore, waterfowl 
hunters should be aware that 
reports of a large increase in 
the price of the duck stamp 
are greatly exaggerated.” 
McAllester said that ex- 
piration of the wetlands loan 
was discussed after the most 
recent meeting of the 
Commission on February 9. 
At that time, Ipterior 
Secretary James Watt, who 
chairs the Commission, said 
that expiration’ of the loan 
would seriously impair the 
Federal Government's 
wetlands. - conservation 


gram. 

“Wetlands conservation is 
‘an issue that won't wait,” 
Watt told other Commission 
members. ‘‘We. must 
examine ways to accelerate 
acquisition of these’needed 
‘wetlands before they are lost 
to us.” 

The Federal Government 
hag been acquiring wetlands 
for some 50 years in order to 
preserve their’ values as 
feeding, nesting, resting and 
wintering areas for 
migratory waterfowl. 
Wetlands:also provide many 
other benefits to, the nation. 
Funds for wetlands 
acqusition come from two 
sources the sale of 
Migratory Bird Hunting and 
Conservation Stamps, 
popularly called ‘‘duck 
stamps,” and the Wetlands 
Loan Act. Duck stamps must 
be purchased ‘by all 
waterfowl hunters age 16 or 
older...Duck stamp sales 
presently provide $15 to $16 
million in revenue annually. 
The last increase ini the price 
ofthe duck stamp was from 
$5. to $7.50 in 1979. 

'The Wetlands Loan Act 
authorized a $105 million 
loan to be used to acquire 
wetland habitat for water- 
fowl. The loan has. been 
extended twice and in- 
c to $200 million, of 
which about $145 million has 
been appropriated. If the 
loan expires as scheduled on 
Sept. 30, 1983, the remaining 
$55 million will not be 
available.

‘and minor delinquent acts, 
such: as shoplifting and 
trespassing. 

Professional ' foster 
parents will work closely and 
intensively with department 
‘social workers and will care 
for no more than two teens at 
any given time. In addition, 
department advocates who 
function as “big brothers” 
and “big sisters” will visit 
participating teenagers on & 
weekly basis, " thereby 
assisting and relieving the 
professional foster parents. 

Professional foster 
parents will receive a fee of 
$18.22 per day for each 
teenager placed ‘in: their 
home, for a maximum of 
$564.82 per month per child, 
Jenkins explained. He added 
that $61 per month is man- 

‘dated by «department 
regulations to.be used for 
each youth's clothing and 

onal allowance. 

In June, 1961, the East St. 
Louis. region had 44 
teenagers placed in private 
residential centers at an

If the Professional Foster

“MARDI GRAS,;; Shrove 
Tuesdeay, is French and 
means quite _ literally 
“Tuesday fat,” i.e. ‘Fat 
Tuesday.” It is the last day 
before the beginning of 
Lent—the last day to feast 
before fasting. It is a day— 
more like a season, in New 
Orleans—for carnival. 

“CARNIVAL” is our 
version of the Italian 
“carhevale,” ‘which is an 
alteration of an older ver- 
sion, ‘‘carnelevare,” which, 
in turn, comes from two 
Latin words, ‘‘carne’’ (meat, 
flesh) and “‘levare’’ (lift, 
remove). So “carnival” is 
everything you can get away 
with before they take away 
the meat. 

“LENT” originally meant 

pringtime” and comes to 
us from- the Old English 
“Lengten,” the time of year 
when days are lengthening. 

“EASTER” mean more or 
less what it appears to mean. 
It is the name for a pagan 
Germanic rite of spring, 
appropriately presided over 
by a goddess of the East. 
(The Old English was 
“eastron.”_ Early English 
Christians Simply converted 
the rite into a celebration of 
the Resurrection.

. ‘How trust deed works 


By JUDITH G. RHOADES 

Q. Iam a new California 
resident looking for invest- 
ments .to increase my in- 
come. Inasinuch as I am in 
my 20s, am not interested 
in growth stocks. 

“TL have recently seen ad- 
vertisements: on trust deeds 
offering anywhere from 18 
to 25 percent interest. Just 
how ‘do these trust deeds 
work and what are the risks? 


Ihave $50,000 that is now 
invested in Treasury bills 
‘and money market certifi- 
cates. — A.B., Newport 
Beach, Calif. 


A. The yield on trust deed 
investments is more proper- 
ly called “return on invest- 
ment” rather than interest. 
‘This is because trust deeds 
are often obtained at a dis- 
count and the total return in- 
@ludes the amount discount- 
‘ed from principal, as well as 
interest on the face amount 
For exiimple, typically, a 
$10{000 trust deed that is; 
yielffing 15 percent may be 
purchased at, let’s say, a 10 | 
percent discount. You would 
then “invest: $9,000 ($10,000 
less"10: percent). The trust 
deed would be paying $1,500 
‘a year interest. If the deed is 
three years. in length, the 
total’ return. on interest is 
$1'500 tims, 3 or $4,500. Add 


that to the discount of §1,000 
and get $5,900. Divide $5,500 
by the ber of years (3) 
and get $1,833.33. Divide this 
average return ($1,833.33) by 
your investment ($9,000) and 
yoy receive 20.04 pecent re- 
turn per year. 

As to the safety of trust 
deeds, in the area where you 
reside, you probably should 
have no trouble with the 
safety factor. Under sepa- 
rate cover, you were provid- 
ed -with more information 
which I trust will be helpful 
to you. 


Q. [have just returned to a 
paying job after many years 
of playing homemaker. 

I received some small-set- 
tlement in my divorce, and 
have invested it, but I am 
worried that when I retire 
Social Security is not going 
to allow me to live comfort- 
ably. 

‘Am I right, and if so, can 
you suggest a way!in which 
to increase my retirement 


+ income? — L.K., Glencoe, Ill. 


‘A. You will have to supply 
more of your old age income 
by saving and investing for 
it sooner and staying on the 
job for extra years. One way 
to increase your retirement 
income is to work for a com- 
pany with & good pension 
plan. 


Money magazine recently 
did an article on this subject 
and stated that banking. 
chemical, insurance, petro- 
leum and utility companies 
are among those having the 
best pensions — retailing. 
food processing and garment 
manufacturing firms have 
the worst. 

Pension plans are safe- 
guarded by a government 
guarantee fund into which 
companies make contribu- 
tions, but the magazine went 
on to say if a corporation 
like Chrysler went bankrupt, 
the government would prob- 
ably have to quadruple the 
charge to all other compa- 
nies. If you dq work for a 
company where, you feel the 
retirement benefits are not 
adequate, you can begin in- 
vesting in things such as 
deferred annuities.

Q. Why is it that a person 
that has several incomes 
for rental properties re- 
ceives, upon only a doc- 
tors’s report, disability 
benefits for the rest of her 
life, when another person, 
same,mamber of work 
years, have to prove, in 
court, that she has no other 
imcome, before she can 
receive the same benefits? 

Would the difference be 
because the seeond person 
also applied for Supple- 
mental Security Income at 
the same time? — J.D. 

A. You have asked and 
answered your own ques- 
tion. 

Social Security benefits 
are work-related and de- 
pend on someone having 
worked and paid Social Se- 
curity taxes for a stipulat- 
ed period of time. 

Supplemental Security 
Income (SSI) payments are 
not work-related. They are 
based on need and there 
are income and resource 
limitations involved 


Q. I will be 62 in May 
and my question is could 
my application forms be 
sent by mail to me. — EB. 

A. Your letter has been 
referred to your local So- 
cial Security office. They 
will be calling you to help 
you complete your. applica- 
tion by phone. The applica- 
tion will then be sent to 
you for review and signa- 
ture and you will be 
advised to return it with 
your birth certificate and 
whatever other proofs are 
necessary in your particu- 
lar case. 


Q. What does interfund 
borrowing involve and ‘is 
this a permanent arrange- 
ment to belp the Social Se- 
curity Trast Funds. — R. 
G. 


A. A December 1981 law 
allows the Retirement and 
Survivor Trust Fund to 
borrow from the Disability 
and Medicare Trust Funds 
to meet projected deficien- 
cies in Social Security rev- 
enues for retirement and 
survivor's benefits through 
December 1962. 

The secretary of the 
Treasury will determine 
each month if and what 
amounts must be borrowed 
between the trust funds to 
pay benefits. 

‘The authority for inter- 
fund borrowings ends on 
Dec. 31, 1982. 


Q. I'm 58, 100 percent 
disabled and receiving So- 
cial Security disability 
benefits. My wife who has 
never worked will be 62 on 
Jan, 11, 1983. How much 
will she get and could she 
collect before age 62 be- 
cause I am disabled. — 
LRT. 

‘A. Your wife will be eli- 
gible to start receiving 
benefits for February 1983, 
the first full month she will 
be age 62. She cannot col- 
lect earlier even though 
you are disabled. 

Her monthly benefit will 
be about 38 percent of your 
monthly check. 


Q. I'm thinking about 
buying an annuity from my 
insurance agent. He tells 
me I will probably need it 
since Social Security will 
only replace part of my 
pre-retirement earnings. 

My only concern is that 
an annuity would reduce 
my Social Security benefit. 
— DK. 

A. Annuities are nof con- 
sidered earned income and 
will not affect your Social 
Security benefits. Only 
earnings from employment 
or self-employment may 
affect your monthly Social 
Security check. 

You are wise to invest in 
annuities, savings, pensions 
or insurance while you're 
working so that Social Se- 
curity won't be your only 
source of support when you 
retire. 


Q. My mother receives 
Social Security widow's 
payments at her home ad- 
dress. 

I would feel more at 
ease if she agreed to hav- 
ing her checks sent to the 
bank. One problem is that 
we have a joint account. 
Would that cause any prob- 
lems if she were to request 


direct deposit? — B.V 

A. The request for direct 
deposit has to be initiated 
with the bank and the peo- 
ple at the bank would be in 
a better position to know if 
your mother can sign-up 
for direct deposit. If each 
of you can make deposits 
and withdrawals, I see no 
reason why your mother 
couldn't get direct deposit 


Q. I've been in business 
for myself for several 
years and have always 
paid Social Security tax on 
my net earnings. I recently 
sold the business and from 
now on J will be working as 
a salaried employee. 

Will I lose the Social Se- 
curity credits I earned 
while I was self-employed? 
—LK. 

A. One of the advantages 
of Social Security is that 
credits you accumulate re- 
main on your Social Secur- 
ity record permanently no 
matter how often you 
change jobs. The credits 
you earn in your new job 
will be added to those al- 
ready on your record from 
your self-employment
